Our Washington correspondent writes the following 
report In view of the fact that an Increasing number of 
white people ere being questioned in Mietieiippi by F.B.I. 
Agents, e» an outgrowth of the Mississippi Summer Pro¬ 
ject, end ore being harassed to an extent never before 
known, it is of special importance to give his conclusions: 

a. When the FBI agent calls upon you, insist upon 
complete identification. They cany their credentials (plus 
a photograph), and you have a right to examine those 
credentials carefuliy and in detail. Copy dowr the name, 
address, and FBI number of the agent. 

t. The FBI agent Is supposed to tell you that you are 
not required to answer his questions. Some agents tell 
you that, but others do not. If the agent does not make 
that introductory statement, ask him if you are under a 
court order to provide information. 

c. Say nothing to the FBI agent. When questioned, 
say "no comment,” 

d. The FBI agents are given special training in regard 
to the silent subject who refuses to answer questions. 
They will try to make you angry, in order that your 
tongue may be loosened. They will play upon your sym¬ 
pathy (“I don’t like this assignment, Mr. - - - - I’m a 
Southerner, too — but I have been ordered by my Ken¬ 
nedy-appointed superior to question you. ), and they 
will try flattery as well. The best way to defeat such 
training is to apply the following three rulea: (1) alienee; 
(2) more silence; (3) still more silence. 

e. Be careful of the FBI man who calls you down to 
his automobile and opens a conversation with you nt that 
location. There will most certainly be a tape recorder in 
the car, and your conversation will find its way to Wash¬ 
ing via air mail. 

f. If meetings are held at your home, someone will 
check the numbers on the license plates in order to trace 
the name and address of the individual owner. 

g. Your telephone could be tapped, snd your hou?' 
could be "bugged.” You can throw a legal monkey wrench 
into those practices by saying, at a meeting or over the 
telephone, "If my conversation is being recorded, it is be¬ 
ing done so without my permission." By recording that 
statement, the FBI will be destroying the court value of 
the "bug." (As you know, a "bug" is a small microphone.) 

h. If you are under a court order to provide Informa¬ 
tion to the FBI, you do not have to say anything with¬ 
out first consulting your attorney. In other words, you 
are entitled to the presence of your attorney before you 
make a statement. 

i. FBI agents are graduates of law schools, i. they 
are lawyers. One of the weak points about the FBI is 
that its agents can frequently be spotted: A lawyer looks 
like • lawyer. The FBI use* persona other than lawyers, 
of coarse, and those persona frequently infil&Btfljilganl- 
latftM 111 Order to engage In spy work.

This letter was on the 
letterhead stationery of the White Christian Protective and Legal Defense 
Fuad (WCPLDF) and named ELMORE D. GREAVES the State Chairman, The 
return address on this letter was Post Office Box 426, Jackson, Missi¬ 
ssippi. The Board of Directors was given as Mr. GLENN SWETTMAN, Biloxi, 
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Mississippi; Mr. I. H. "PETE" SHUMAKER, Kosciusko, Mississippi; 
b7c Rev. DELMAR DENNIS, Meridian. Mississipp i, and JAMES M. HOOPER, 

&idon, Mississippi. ___ are known to be members 

of the White Knights of the Ku Klux Klan of Mississippi (WKKKKOM). 
SWETTMAN is a Province Giant in an unknown province, possibly 
Province 1 or 2. This letter requested the receiver to contribute 
money to the defense of any "white Christian patriot" who has or may be 
indicted and forced to stand trial for some real or imagined infraction 
of the communist~inspired C^vil Rights Act. Some of these letters were 
accompanied by a sheet containing the articles of formation of the 
organization and rules and procedures for the placing and collection of 
jars to be used in collecting money for the organization. A bank 
draft to be drawn through the Jackson-Hinds Bank, Jackson, Mississippi, 
was also included with the letter.

The meeting was opened by SAM BOWERS, much In 
the same manner in which a regular Klan meeting would be opened, with a 
word of prayer and a short discussion of the situation with relation 
to the arrests of the individuals at Neshoba County and Meridian, 
Mississippi. BOWERS thereafter introduced MEREDITH TATUM. 


TATUM stated he had recently traveled tc 
Philadelphia, Mississippi, as a representative of The Southern Review 
newspaper and had interviewed Sheriff RAINEY. TATUM*discussed Mo 
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conversation with Sheriff RAINEY and the fact that these individuals 
were being persecuted and harassed. He thereafter discussed the fact 
that he and other individuals had established the WCPLDF in an effort 
to raise money for the legal defense of the individuals arrested, as 
well as any other persons arrested in the State of Mississippi on 
civil rights charges. 

At the conclusion of the talk by MEREDITH 
TATUM, ELMORE GREAVES, who had left the meeting for a few minutes, 
returned; and he also made a talk on the need for defense funds for 
individuals arrested on civil rights ch&rees. SAM BOWERS again took 
the floor of the meeting and discussed the instructions for the 
collection of money and the way in which the operation for collection 
would be organized. Each Province Giant signed for and received 100 
placards for each county in his province. BOWERS explained that these 
cards carried a serial number and were to be attached to gallon jars and 
subsequently placed in places of business for the collection of money. 
BOWERS further stated the jars were to be sealed with wax and he gave 
considerable instruction in their preparation. He said the Province 
Giants would be held responsible for each placard furnished, 

BOWERS advised the Province Giants to return 
to their provinces and secure a county chairman for the fund drive in 
each county. These county chairmen were preferably not to be members 
of the WKKKKOM. Persons were to be recruited to assist the county 
chairman in the distribution of the collection jars. It was also 
preferable that these individuals not be members of the WKKKKOM. Tits 
actual distribution and the places selected for depositing the jara 
were to be up to the county chairman involved. BOWERS stressed the 
, fact that the WKKKKOM would be in complete charge of the money and the 
drive at all times. 


BOWERS stated that a person-to-person drive was 
to be pursued in an effort to collect larger amounts or money from more 
wealthy individuals. These person-to-person contacts were to be carried 
out by the county chairman and his assistant. 
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BOWERS said that the county chairman and his 
assistants were not to have knowledge that the campaign was being 
handled by the WKKKKOM. 


The following is the procedure outlined by 
BOWERS for picking up the jars after money has been contributed; 

The order to pick up a jar must originate with 
the Board of Governors who will either advise the Province Giant 
involved or the county chairman involved that the jar is to be picked 
up. Thereafter, a county chairman or ore of his assistants will go to 
the business place involved, where he will detatch the placard with 
the serial number and on the back, enter the name of the establishment. 
The assistant will then unseal the jar in the presence of the establish¬ 
ment owner, and the two of them will together count the money. The 
assistant will furnish the owner of the establishment a receipt in the 
amount of the money contained in the jar. He will enter this 

amount on back of the placard. The assistant will then go to a bank 
and obtain a cashier's check in duplicate for the amount of the money 
in the jar. He will return a duplicate of the cashier's check to the 
owner of the establishment for display to the public in order that the 
public may know where the money went. The cashier's check will be made 
payable to the WCPLDF. The check will thereafter be handled through 
the chain of command back to the Province Giant involved, who will in 
turn mail the check for deposit to the WCPLDF, Jackson-Hinds Bank, 

Post Office Box 979, Jackson, Mississippi. The Province Giant does not 
mail the money in; the county chairman mails the money in to the bank. 

The county chairman retains the used placard and in the event the jar is 
used a second time, a new placard with a new serial number is attached. 

SAM BOWERS explained that the Board of Directors 
of the WCPLDF was eventually to grow in number to a total of ten, ¥ ihich 
would include two persons from each congressional district in the State 
of Mississippi. At least six of these members were to be members of the 
WKKKKOM. The Board of Directors is to decide who gets money from the 
fund and the amount. As much of the money as possible is to be furnished 
to members of the WKKKKOM. 
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After the speech by BOWERS s ELMORE GREAVES 
again took the floor and discussed the possibli tv of individuals 
being approac hed by Agents of the FBI. GREAVES I 1 

_|ls a past prosecuting attorney in the State of Mississippi. 

He told the persons present at the meeting that in the event they or 
any other persons were approached by Agents, that that person should 
immediately tell the Agent he did not wish to make any statement 
whatsoever, or he could ask what the Agent wished to discuss with him, 
and in the event the Agent wanted to talk about something involving 
civil rights, the person could say he would discuss anything except 
civil rights. In the event the Agent persists in attempting to inter- 
view the individual, the individual can ask the Agents if they have a 
court order or a warrant for arrest. The individual questioned still 
does not have to talk with the Agent until he obtains counsel from a 
lawyer, if the Agent has either a court order or a warrant for arrest. 

He can thereafter confer with his lawyer prior to answering any 
questions. GREAVES stated that in any event, the individual should 
obey the advice of his.lawyer. This talk by GREAVES concluded the 
meeting.

Our Washington correspondent writes the following 
report. In view of the fact that an Increasing number of 
white peoplo are being questioned In Mississippi by P.B.I. 
Agents, a» an outgrowth of the Mississippi Summer Pro¬ 
ject, and ore being harassed to an extent never before 
known, It Is of special Importance to give his conclusions: 

a. When the FBI agent calls upon you, insist upon 
complete Identification. They carry their credential (plus 
a photograph), and you have a right to examine those 
credentials carefully and In detail. Copy dowr the name, 
address, and FBI number of the agent. 

b. The FBI agent Is supposed to tell you that you are 
not required to answer Ms questions. Some agents toll 
you that, but others do not. If the agent does not moke 
that Introductory statement, ask him If you are under a 
court order to provide information. 

c. Say nothing to the FBI agent. When questioned, 
toy "no comment." 

d. The FBI agents are given special training in regard 
to the silent subject who refuses to answer questions. 
They will try to make you angry, In order that your 
tongue may be loosened. Thoy will play upon your sym- 
pahty (“I don’t like this assignment, Mr. - - - - I’m a 
Southerner, too — but I have been ordered by my Ken¬ 
nedy-appointed superior to question you."), and they 
will try flettery aa well. The best way to defeat such 
training is to apply the following three rules: (1) alienee; 
(2) more silence; (3) still more alienee. 

e. Be careful of the FBI man who calls you down to 
his automobile and opens a conversation with you nt that 
location. There will most certainly be a tape recorder in 
the car, and your conversation will find its way to Wash¬ 
ing via air mail. 

f. If meetings ore held at your home, someone will 
cheek the numbers on the license plates in order to trace 
the name and address of the individual owner. 

g. Your telephone could be tapped, and your hour- 
could be "bugged" You can throw a legal monkey wrench 
Into those practices by saying, at a meeting or over the 
telephone, "If my conversation Is being recorded, It is be¬ 
ing done so without my permission." By recording that 
statement, the FBI will be destroying the court value of 
the “bug.” (As you know, a "bug” is a small microphone.) 

h. If you are under a court order to provide informa¬ 

tion to the FBI, you do not have to say anything with¬ 
out first consulting your attorney. In other words, you 
are entitled to the presence of.vour attorney before you 
make a statement. I

are lawyers. One of the weak points about the FBI Is 
that Its agents can frequently be spotted: A lawyer looks 
Uke a lawyer. The FBI uses persons other than lawyers,, 
of course, and those persons frequently infilfcfllfl_acganl- 
satfBmrmjrder to engage In spy work.

WHITE KNIGHTS OF THE 
KU KLUX KLAN OF MISSISSIPPI 

A source advised that on February 15, 1965, 
approximately 200 members of the Original Knights of the 
Ku Klux Klan (OKKKK) from the State of Mississippi met at 
Brookhaven, Mississippi. Those present decided to defect 
from the OKKKK and to form their own Klan group in 
Mississippi to be known as the White Knights of the Ku 
Klux Klan of Mississippi. 

This source advised that the aims and purposes 
of the White Knights of the Ku Klux Klan of Mississippi 
are to preserve Christian civilization, protect and promote 
white supremacy and the segregation of the races, to fight 
communism and to extend the dignity, heritage and rights of 
the white race of America. 

A second source advised on February 4, 1965, that 
the present membership of the White Knights of the Ku Klux 
Klan of Mississippi (WKKKKOM) is between 1,000 and 1,500 
members and the organization has continued to operate 
in the State of Mississippi as an independent Klan organization 
with the same aims and purposes as when it was created in 
February, 1964.

A source advised on October 13, 1965, that the ACCA 
was formed February, 1965, when members of the OKKKK residing 
in the Sixth Louisiana Congressional District broke away from 
the State organization in the Fall of 1964. 

The source stated members were told that even though 
the organization's name had been changed to ACCA they should 
still consider themselves to be Klansmen and that they would 
continue to operate as Klansmen. 

In February, 1965, ACCA filed Articles of Incorporation 
with the Secretary of State's Office in Baton Rouge, Louisiana. 

Source advised that the purpose of the ACCA is to 
promote Americanism, white supremacy and to maintain segregation. 

A hearing was held in the United States District 
Court, Eastern District of Louisiana,New Orleans, during the 
week of September 11, 1965, wherein the ACCA and various 
individuals were held to answer a Justice Department petition 
seeking a temporary injunction against interference with the 
activities of civil rights workers in the Bogalusa, Louisiana 
area. 


Charles H. Christmas of Amite, Louisiana, Identified 
as the Grand Dragon of this organization, told the court that 
the Klan went out of existence four months previously and was 
succeeded by the ACCA.

UNITED KLANS OF AMERICA, INC. 
KNIGHTS OF THE KU KLUX KLAN 


Records of Superior Court of Fulton County, 

Georgia, reflect that this Klan organization was granted a 
corporate charter on February 21, 1961, at Atlanta, Georgia, 
under the name United Klans, Knights of the Ku Klux Klan of 
America, Inc. 

A source advised on February 27, 1961, that United 
Klans was formed as a result of a split in the U. S. Klans, 
Knights of the Ku Klux Klan, Inc. According to the source, 
the split resulted from a leadership dispute and United Klans 
has the same aims and objectives as the parent group. These 
are the promotion of Americanism, white supremacy and 
segregation of the races. 

The first source and a second source advised in 
July, 1961, that United Klans, Knights of the Ku Klux Klan 
of America, Inc., merged with Alabama Knights, Knights of 
the Ku Klux Klan. The merged organization established 
headquarters in Suite 401, the Alston Building, Tuscaloosa, 
Alabama. (The organization is directed by Robert Shelton, 
Imperial Wizard, and is the dominant Klan group in the 
South, with units in several southern states.) 

Second source advised that at a meeting at 
Prattville, Alabama, on October 22, 1961, the U. S. Klans, 
Knights of the Ku Klux Klan, merged with the United Klans 
of America, Inc., Knights of the Ku Klux Klan.
